After all, the main thing to do about driving in 
slippery weather is just what we do about walking in 
slippery weather. We are all pretty careful about 
that. The first thing most of us do when we go out on 
a slippery morning is to put out one foot cautiously 
and get the feel of the surface 
to see how careful we have 
to be. The best drivers we 
know do practically the same 
thing with their cars. The first 
thing they do after they get 
started, is to test the surface. 
They make sure that there are 
no cars too near, and then they gently apply the 
brakes. If they don’t skid they resume speed and 
apply the brakes again—this time a little more firmly. 
In this way they determine the surface and know the degree of caution they 
must exercise to be safe. This seems like a very sensible idea.

a” AND snow always bring problems for drivers. These problems are the 
result of less friction. And that is interesting, because usually we are try 
ing to reduce friction all we can. We use ball and roller bearings to overcome 
friction. We smooth and polish parts to reduce fric- 
tion. We put oil in our cars to avoid friction. But we 
can’t get along without friction, just the same. 

For, after all, we couldn’t start a car, we couldn't 
stop a car, we couldn't turn a corner, if it weren’t for 
friction. The friction between the road and our rub- 
ber tires is what gives us traction. 

Most of the time we have plenty of traction. But 
in certain climates every year, Winter comes blowing 
and blustering down from the North, and the first 
thing we know he has spread ice and snow over our 
roads, and our whole traction condition is changed.

Western Headquarters for 
Party Are Established in 
Chicago Hotel. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—(4)—Republic- 
cans opened their drive to rout the 
New Deal in the west today as party 
leaders gathered to map their strategy.

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ZENGE CRIME IS LAID 


TO ‘EMOTIONAL SHOCK’ 


Defendant’s Attorneys Ac- 
cept State’s Claim Against 
Missourian. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 15—(#)—On a 
theory of severe emotional shock, cul- 
minating in a sudden fit of madness, 
the defense staked today its hopes of 
‘saving Mandeville W. Zenge from con- 
iviction for the mutilation-slaying of 
‘Dr. Walter J. Bauer. 

The strategy of the young Missour- 
‘ian’s counsel was disclosed at a sur- 
‘prise conference in the chambers of 
|Presiding Judge Cornelius J. Har- 
‘rington, where they announced accept- 
lance of “the state’s.claim that Zenge 
performed the emasculation which 
cost Dr. Bauer’s life.” 

‘Home town witnesses, intended to 
present a picture of Zenge so wrap- 
ped in his love for Louise Shaffer, 
‘who later became Bauer’s wife and 
'widow, that “he suffered a_ severe 
emotional shock when she married,” 
then began testifying. 

Attorney Joseph Roach won a fa- 
vorable ruling from Judge Harrington 
on his request for permission to in- 
troduce statements from Zenge him- 
self, which Roach said, “‘probably will 
indicate he committed the crime.” 

The attorney's announcement as- 
serted “none of these declarations 
(Zenge’s) will have any tendency to 
prove that the defendant was not 
physically responsible for the death 
of Dr. Bauer.” 

By virtue of the judge’s ruling, 
Claude B. Staggs, of. Canton, Mo. 
who married a cousin of the defend- 
ant, was enabled to testify to the in- 
tense Jove of the prisoner held for his 
childhood playmate and school time 
sweetheart. 

Two months before Louise accepted 
'the doctor, Staggs said Zenge told 
ijhim: “soon, I’m going to marry Louise 
‘and take-her out of the hospital.” 

This was, Staggs said, later on the 
‘Same night that he had overheard the 
pretty nurse tearfully beg the young 


‘man to marry her.

RECIFE, PERNAMBUCO, Brazil, 
Sept 14.—This state is full of en- 
thusiasm over cotton—the white gold 
that they have eae en ee 
struck. As soon 
as we got into 
this section we 
began to hear of 
the strides that 
were being made 
in the cultivation 
and manufacture 
of cotton and 
cotton goods. It 
is even stated 
that sugar, which 
hitherto has been 
the chief product 
of this state, will 
have to come 
down from her 
pedestal to make 
room for the dy- 
nasty of King , 
Cotton. There is plenty of evidence 
at hand to understand their eager- 
ness in this matter. The chief exhibit 
of this evidence is found in the re- 
sults obtained by the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of American aud 
British capital that has come into this 
section during the last 10 years. | 

In the state department of agri- 
eulture they have a man who is in 
charge of the cotton cultivation of the 
state. I made arrangements to see 
this man after I missed an engage- 
ment with the secretary of agriculture 
due to a trip we made over to the 
capital of the state of Parahyba to 
see a native of Alabama who came, 
to this country while still a small boy 
because his parents didn’t want to 
live under the Stars and Stripes after 
the defeat of the Stars and Bars. 

Spoke Perfect English. 

This cotton expert, I was_ told, 
spoke perfect English.

From the information that we were 
able to get the real rise of Brazilian 
cotton came about when the boll weevil 
hit the cotton belt of the United 
States and the textile manufacturers 
of Great Britian felt that their sup- 
ply of the raw material was endanger- 
ed and began to look about for. suit- 
able places to produce cotton in 
quantities that would meet their 
neéds. 

Brazil was found to be a place well 
suited for cotton and fairly overflow- 
ing with cheap labor. The agricul- 
tural day laborer of Brazil receives 
about three milreis for a day’s toil. 
This amounts ta about 18 cents in the 
currency of the United States. “There 
is a corresponding difference in the 
living conditions. No producer of 
cotton in the United States would 
consider living in the circumstances 
that surround the existenee of many 
of these laborers. 


The capital of Parahyba was known 
by the same name as the state until 
her beloved governor was assassinated 
some time ago. The governor’s name 
was Jaoa Pessoa and he was killed 
in the neighboring state of Pernam- 
buco, in Recife on the main street. 

Now the capital of Parahyba is 
the thriving city of Jaoa Pessoa and 
the main street of Recife is known 
as Rua Jaoa Pessoa. They point out 
the spot of the assassination to vis- 
itors and tell what a great man the 
victim was. The city that is named 
for him is beautiful—it has a lake of 
an area of some 20 acres, the shore 
of which is lined with the finest speci- 
men of palm trees and flowers.

Although Lewis mentioned no 
names. a hush fell over the hall. Woll, 
generally known as one of the federa- 
tion’s leading spokesmen, has been 
acting president of the civie federation 
for several vears. After Arthur Whar- 
ton, president of the machinists’ 
union, had withdrawn an objection to 
the belated introduction of a resolution 
(he said he wanted to know what it 
contained), William Green, A. F. of 
L. president, referred it to the resolu- 
tions committee headed by Woll. 

Lewis, questioned by reporters, de- 
clined to comment on the resolution. 
Hie refused to say it was aimed at 
Woll. 

Within a few hours, however, Woll 
told reporters he wonld resign from 
the civie federation whether or not 
the convention approved Lewis’ reso- 
lution. If there were any sentiment 
within the A. F. of L. ttat the two 
jobs were incompatible, he said, he 
should get out of the civie federation. 

“T have only labor to serve,” he 
concluded. 

When the afternoon session started 
Woll took the speakers’ stand and read 
his resignation from the civic federa- 
tion, sent by telegram to Ralph M. 
Easley, chairman of the executive 
board. He prefaced this by telling the 
conventic. he had tried to resign from 
the civic federation for the last two 
years, but that with each attempt* he 
was prevailed upon to remain a while 
longer.
